CELLAR ) 


If you fire that beam of 
yours, you'll turn this house 
into an inferno. (cont ...) 


(THE DOCTOR REACHES 
TEGAN, DROPS DOWN 
AND FEELS FOR HER 
PULSE. 
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THE SHAPE MOVES 
TOWARDS THE GAS 
MACHINE. 


ADRIC IS BEGINNING 
TO RECOVER, THE DOCTOR . 
RISES AND BOLTS UP THE 


STAIRS, PAUSING AT THE 
TOP) 


THE DOCTOR: (cont) (TO ADRIC) 
Look after Tegan. I*11 be 
back for you in a minute. 


(HE EXITS. 


ADRIC HALF SITS 


UP THEN COLLAPSES 
AGAIN) 
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7. INT. MAIN HALL. DAY. 


(MACE STRUGGLES WITH 
THE BOLTS ON THE 
FRONT DOOR) 


NYSSA: We must wait for the 
Doctor. 


MACE: Your Doctor is a dead 
man. Did you not see who was in 
the cellar? It was the Great 
Reaper, Death! 


(NYSSA LOOKS PUZZLED. 
THE DOCTOR ENTERS 
THE HALL) 


THE DOCTOR: That's what you're 
Supposed to think. 


MACE: Then what was it? 


THE DOCTOR: An android. A 
mechanical man. A machine. 


MACE: Your brain is addled, 
sir. It was Death. You saw 
the effect my pistols had on 
him. 


THE DOCTOR: It takes more than 
a pair of flintlocks to damage 
an android. 


NYSSA: Is Tegan dead? 
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THE DOCTOR: No. But I don't 
know how badly hurt she is. 


(MACE DRAWS THE 
BOLTS OF THE DOOR) 


Where are you going? 
MACE: Away. 


THE DOCTOR: I came up here to 
get you. 


MACE: I would rather be sea 4 
up in a plague house than stay 
here. 


THE DOCTOR: Tegan and Adric are 
hurt. I need your help to get 
them out. 


MACE: Death has them now. There 
is nothing I can do. 


THE DOCTOR: If it hadn't been 
for Adric you would still be 
down there. 


MACE: I am grateful to the boy. 
But returning to the cellar would 
be nothing more than a futile 
gesture. 


(MACE STARTS TO 
OPEN THE DOOR) 


THE DOCTOR: Wait! 


(THE DOCTOR GRABS 
HOLD OF MACE) 
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8. INT. CELLAR. DAY. 


(THE ANDROID PICKS 
UP TEGAN AND CARRIES 
HER TOWARDS THE FAR 
END OF THE CELLAR, 
THAT IS, THE WALL 
FURTHEST FROM THE 
DOOR. THE ANDROID 
PAUSES A MOMENT. 


SUDDENLY THE WALL 
DISAPPEARS - IT IS 
ANOTHER ENERGY BARRIER 
- AND THE ANDROID 
WALKS THROUGH TO THE 
ADJOINING LABORATORY ) 
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9. INT. MAIN HALL. DAY. 


(NYSSA STANDS BY 
THE DOOR LEADING 
TO THE BACK STAIRS 
LANDING WATCHING 
FOR A PURSUER. 


THE DOCTOR STILL 
HOLDS MACE. HE 
SPEAKS TO HIM 
VIGOROUSLY ) 


THE DOCTOR: That bracelet you're 
wearing. 


(HE POINTS TO THE 
ONE HANGING ON ITS 
CORD AROUND MACE'S 
NECK ) 


It's called a "control" bracelet. 
It's a device used on prison 
planets to control difficult 
prisoners. It isn't an ornament. 
And the thing you saw in the 
cellar comes from the same place 
as the bracelet. 


(MACE EXAMINES 
THE BRACELET ) 


MACE: How can this control anyone? 


(THE DOCTOR REMOVES 
A POWERPACK FROM 
HIS POCKET) 
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THE DOCTOR: Like this. 


(HE PLUGS THE POWER- 
PACK INTO THE 
BRACELET WHICH 
IMMEDIATELY STARTS 
TO GLOW) 


If it were on your wrist, you'd 
have lost control over your mind 
by now. 


MACE: A nonsense! The glow is 
a conjuring trick. I am a man 
of the theatre, Doctor. I am 
not impressed by trickery, 
however clever it may be. 


(THE DOCTOR DISCONNECTS 
THE POWER PACK FROM 
THE BRACELET ) 


THE DOCTOR: Well, this is a trick 
you won't see done for many a year. 


(THE DOCTOR TWISTS 

THE TOP OF THE 
POWERPACK AND A 

BOLT OF ELECTRICITY 
ZIG-ZAGS TO THE FLOOR. 


MACE LEAPS BACKWARDS 
UNCERTAIN WHAT TO 
BELIEVE) 


That's what happens when you 
discharge a powerpack. 


MACE: (LESS CERTAIN) How can that 
android, as you call it, come 

from another world? There aren't 
any. Any fool knows that. 


THE DOCTOR: (EXASPERATED) Why 
are Barth people so parochial? 
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10. INT. LABORATORY. DAY. 
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(TO CREATE A GAS- 


TIGHT UNIT, THE 
LAB HAS BEEN 
HOLLOWED OUT 
UNDERGROUND ALONG- 
SIDE THE CELLAR. 


ON ONE WALL THERE 

IS A LARGE COMPUTER 
PLUS SEVERAL DISPLAY 
SCREENS. NEXT TO 
THE COMPUTER IS THE 
"CONTROL" PANEL. 
AROUND THE ROOM ARE 
PRIMITIVE WORK 
BENCHES CLUTTERED 
WITH SCIENTIFIC 
INSTRUMENTS, GLASS WARE, 
AND A GAS-TIGHT 
CABINET. 


TEGAN AND ADRIC ARE 
LYING ON A DOUBLE COUCH. 
THE ANDROID, ITS 
DISGUISE REMOVED, 
ATTACHES ELECTRODES 
TO EITHER SIDE OF 
TEGAN'S TEMPLE. 

ADRIC HAS ALREADY 
BEEN WIRED UP. 

THE ANDROID THEN 
OPERATES A SMALL 
MACHINE .ALONGSIDE THE 
COUCH AND THE DUO 
STIR AND REGAIN 
CONSCIOUSNESS. 


THE MACHINE IS 
SWITCHED OFF AND 

THE ANDROID RETIRES 
TO A SCREEN BEHIND 
WHICH THE TERILEPTIL 
LEADER IS SEATED. 
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ONLY THE HAND OF 

THE LEADER IS SEEN 

AS HE PRESSES A BUTTON 
ON A LARGE CONSOLE 
BEFORE HIM. INSTANTLY 
A PECTURE OF THE 
DOCTOR IS SEEN ON 

A MONITOR. 


THE LEADER SPEAKS 
WITH A VOICE NOT 
UNLIKE A HISSING 
WHEEZE ) 


LEADER: Who is this man? 
TEGAN: Who said that? 
LEADER: Answer - question. 
ADRIC: The Doctor. 


LEADER: And where does this 
Doctor come from? 


TEGAN: (FLIPPANT) He's never told 
us. He likes to be mysterious. 
Although he talks a lot about 
Guildford. (TO ADRIC) Do you 
think that's where he comes from? 


LEADER: You are being a very 
stupid woman. 


TEGAN: That isn't a very original 
observation. 


LEADER: I know that the Doctor 
is not of this planet or time. 


ADRIC: That's rubbish. 


LEADER: The Doctor has a sonic 
device that he used to dismantle 
the energy barrier. He also has 
an understanding of the gas known 
as Soliton. 
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ADRIC: We don't know anything 
about that. 


LEADER: You are wearing synthetic 
garments manufactured by technology 
unknown on this planet. 


TEGAN; You'll have to ask my 
tailor about that. 


LEADER: I am asking you. For 
the last time, where are you 
from?

11. INT. MAIN HALL. DAY. 


(NYSSA STILL WATCHES 
AT THE DOOR. 


THE DOCTOR, VERY 
IRRITATED, HAS 
GIVEN UP TRYING TO 
PERSUADE MACE TO 
HELP) 


THE DOCTOR: Come on, Nyssa 
Tet'’s go. (TO MACE, FIRMLY} 
Goodbye! 


NYSSA: What about Adric and 
Tegan? 


THE DOCTOR: There's nothing we 
can do now until we've dealt with 
the android. 


NYSSA: But how? We haven't any 
weapons. 


THE DOCTOR: We'll try modifying 
the Tardis! sonic booster. If 

we connect it to the frequency 
accelerator we may get a high 
enough pitch to vibrate the Android 
to pieces. 


NYSSA: (DISBELIEVING ) Really? 
How close would we have to get 
for it to have an effect? 


THE DOCTOR: Very. 


NYSSA:; But the android's armed! 
If it wanted, it could destroy us 
ten times over. 
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MACE: (MOURNFULLY) Once would 
be enough. 


(THE DOCTOR HAS 
MOVED TO THE 
MAIN DOORWAY ) 


NYSSA: Doctor! You cannot afford 
to improvise against an armed 
android. 


THE DOCTOR: I have no intention 
of doing so. If you've finished

(THE DOCTOR
